REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and 1449 forms. 
Yamakawa et al. (US Patent App Pub No 2002/0034686) teaches a composition 
comprised of similar binders to those claims used in a lithium ion based double layer 
capacitor. Shimamato et al. (US Patent 6621684) teaches a electrolyte solution 
containing acrylic binder as well the electrolyte recited in Claim 1 . None of the prior art, 
however, teaches a double layer capacitor with the binder required for the electrode in 
conjunction with the electrolyte as recited in Claim 1 nor would it have been obvious to 
modify Yamakawa et al. considering the reference utilizes a different type of electrolyte 
system.
